Marictta, Ga., 
Bam Robinson paid the penalty of his 
crime on the gallows in plain +view of 
about fifteen hundred people this morn- 
ing. The country people began gathering 
in town early this morning and by 10 
o'clock some two thousand were in 
‘town. The streets were crowded, butt 
not a sign of violence was manifested. 
It was a quiet and orderly crowd of peo- 
ple, all anxious to see the hanging. 

The early sotith-bound train was late 
this morning and Sheriff A. A. Bishop 
did not get off to Atlanta for his, prisoner 
until the Marietta accommodation left— 
about 8 o'clock. This caused him to get 
to Atlanta too late to bring Robinson 
‘on the morning passenger; consequently, 


he camé, by specfal arrangement, on a 
through freight, arriving here at 10:15 
o'clock. The train stopped at Confed- 


erate cemetery crossing and the prisoner 
was taken off there. Sixty armed guards 
met the train and escorted the prisoner 
and party to the place of execution. The 
sheriffs°and prisoner arrived without in- 
cident, Robinson smoking a cigar as they 
rode from ‘the train, a distance of about 
a half mile, to the gallows. He seemed 
in. fairly good spirits oP conversed with 
those about him. It is said he drank a 
giass of beer on the train as they came 
up this morning. 

On arriving at the aie a great 
crowd of people was found there wait- 
ing, many others had been- disappointed 
and left in town watc hing and expecting 
the train to bring him to. the depot. 

The gallows was inclosed by & board 
fence sixteen feet high, and only guards, 
officers and newspaper men were allowed 
inside, except a few who had orders 
from Judge Gober. Mr. and Mrs. Inzer 
were on the grounds and had an order 
from Judge Gober to allow them to see 
the hanging, but they did not go inside 
the inclosure, but. remained on the hill 
some distanee away. 

At 10:30 o'clock the door was closed 
to all outside except those mentioned 
and two colored ministers—Rev. 8. A. 
Parish and Rev. D. B. Bonds. Represent- 
atives of The Constitution, Atlanf% Jour- 
nal, Marietta Journal, the two ministers, 
Sheriff Bishop and Deputies 
and Dewberry, Colonel J. Z. Foster, 
Robinson's attorney, and Drs. C. T. No- 
lan, W. L. Dean and W. H. Robinson 
were allowed on the stand. 

Rev. Parish read a passage of &scrip- 
ture and talked very sympathetically 
and earnestly with Robinson, taking him 
by the hand and asking him if he real- 
ized ‘how soon he was to meet his God, 
and if he was prepared to meet death, 
to which he replied he was. Rey. D. B. 
Bond then offered a very fervent and 
earnest prayer, closing by saying the 
jury did right in convicting him and the 
judge in sentencing him. 

Robinson was then asked if he wished 
‘to say anything and he said he did, but 
before he rose to make his statement 
the crowd pushed down one side of the 
inclosure, exposing the whbdle thing to 
view, so that the great crowd who had 
gathered on that side could-see every- 
thing that transpired. 

Robinson Makes Short Talk. 

Robinson faced the crewd and walked 


steadily to the edge of the gallows and | 


made his statement, speaking in a loud, 
clear voice. He said: 

“Tet me tell you all, friends, my col- 
ored friends and white, never commit 
the crime that I have. If I had.not 
committed it this time I might some 
other. Teach your children never. to 
commit this crime. I am guilty. I com- 
‘mitted the crime and don’t deny it. I 
am.going before my God and that is all 
I have to say.” 


He then stood where he had made his . 


statement and the black cap was placed 
over his head and rope around his neck. 
When Sheriff Bishop and Deputy Ander- 
son had adjusted the rope and tied his 
hands and feet, Mr. Bishop gave the 
word and the trigger was pulled by 
Deputy Sheriff W. T. Dewberry at 10:44 
o’clock.. The drép waS five feet and 
broke Robinson's neck. He shrugged his 
shoulders a few times and all was soon 
over.

Robinson's father, Derry Robinson, 
who came this morning from Anderson, 
S. C., then came forward and asked if 
he might have the body. He was told 
that he could. The old man took the 
corpse’s head in his arms and wept. He 
said Sam was twenty-four years old and 
was married, leaving a wife and two 
children. Sam left home, he said, in 
May without telling where he was g0- 
ing, as he had often done before. 

The rematns were taken charge of by 
Derry Robinson and brought in Mr. C. 
E. Henderson's undertaker’s wagon to 
the depot, from whence it was shipped 
this afternoon to Anderson, S. C. The 
old man Robinson did not have money 
enough to pay the express,. but a contri- 
bution was made up for him that en- 
abled him to leave this evening with his 
boy. Robinson said he first got the news 
of his boy’s crime through The Constitu- 
tion. 

The crowd that -witnessed the hanging 
was orderly throughout and everything 
was done in a decent manner. After 
the wall was torn down, so they could 
see, the crowd made no attempt to come 
nearer the gallows and was easily kept 
back by the guards at a safe distance. 

Very few negroes were present to see 
the execution. Many @ent to the train 
and lined the streets on the way, but few 
-of them went to the grounds.

It is evident. there has been a large in- 
crease in the population of the state. By 
tue census of 1890 Georgia gained a cen- 
gressman, thus making the total number 
of congressmen she has had since that 
time eleven. It appears certain that the 
number of Georgia congressmen will be 
twelve for the next decade, commencing 
in 19038. This being true, the legislature 
which will convene on October 24th next 
will have to redistrict the state into 
twelve districts, instead of eleven, as at 
present. This work will hardly be done, 
however, until the session of 1901. A Dill 
providing for congressional apportion- 
ment will be introduced in the house, and 
referred to the committee on congressional 
apportionment, which committee will be a 
special one, to be appointed by the 
speaker. By the very nature of its work 
it will be one of the most important com- 
mittees of the house, and the position of 
chairman will, no doubt, be much sought 
after, either by congressional aspirants 
in the legislature or by .the friends of 


legislature, in the hope of having=an in- 


serve or promote their congressional aspi- 
rations. Of course a congressional ap- 
pointment committee will also have to be 
appointed in the senate, and will share in 
importance with the. house committee. 
The two committees may hold joint ses- 
sions, and thus expedite the intricate work 
of redistricting the state. 

The present congressional apportion- 
ment of the state was made at the ses- 
‘sion of the legislature of 1891, when Hon. 
Clark Howell, of Atlanta, was speaker of 
the house, and it is a remarkable coinci- 
dence that ten years later he will be pres- 
ident of the senate of the legislature of 
1900-’01, which will make the next appor- 
tionment. Hon. Price Gilbert, of Colum- 
bus, who represented Muscogee county in 
the legislature, was chairman of the con- 
gressional committee of the house vf 
1890-'91, and Hon.: Thomas Lamb, of 
Brunswick, was chairman of the senata 
aommittee. The house committee was’ 
composed of two members from each con- 
gressional district. 

The congressiona] apportionment is made 
every ten years, when the census of tha 
United States {s taken. This ratio of rep- 
resentation in congress, based on the cen- 
sus of 1890, is 173,901 people. It is not yet 
known what the ratio will be based on the 
census of 1900. The population of Georgia 
fn 1890 was 1,837,358. It is estimated that 
it will go considerably over 2,000,000 by 
the census of this year, and thus Georgia 
will be entitled to another congressman. 
This extra congressman, however, will 
not be elected until 1902, and will take his 
seat in 1903, and for ten years thereafter 
Georgia will be represented in the national 
house of representatives by twelve con- 
gressmen. 

Will the redistricting of the state en- 
compass the defeat of any of Georgla’s 
present congressmen?

The Quintet Manufacturing Company 
has already purchased its machinery and 
will soon commence operations. It will 
manufacture cotton yarns and will be 
located within the city limits. The fol- 
lowing compose the company: J. .-W. 
Preston, E. M. Brown, R. A. Reid, W. L. 
Turner and C. M. Davis. The name was 
suggested by the number of incorpora- 
tors. This is a very complete plant—a 
model of its kind. The power will 
steam, 

The Putnam Manufacturing Company, 
reorganized from the Putnam County 
Improvemert and Manufacturing Com- 
pany, is establishing a cotton factory 
company. 

All of the above industries have been 
established principally by the untiring 
energy of Mr. J. W. Preston, who has 


done much for Eatonton in the short 
time he has been a resident of this 
city. 


The Eatonton shoe factory, conducted 
by Messrs. Smith & Davis, has a ¢ca- 
pacity of 500 pairs of shoes per day, 
gives employment to forty or fifty 
and turns out twenty to thirty different 
styles of shoes. 

The building for the new ginnery com- 
pany cost about $10,000 and is sompicte 
in every respect. 

Eatonton has also two canning facto- 
ries, which run to their fullest capacity 
during the fruit season and find a ready 
sale for their luscious peaches and other 
canned goods.

Stops a Ship Quickly. 

The necessity for stopping a vessel in 
a short distance often occurs, and has led 
Friedrich Wendler, of New York city, to 
devise the drag-brake shown in the ac- 
companying cut. Its use may be the 
means of saving many a collision or the 
grounding of a ship when shoal watervap- 
pears suddenly. In either case the vessel 
cannot be stopped in too short a space 
of time. and this device would be a ma- 
terial aid in accomplishing the desire re-

sult. The illustration shows the device 
housed on the stern of the vessel, in po- 
sition to be dropped instantly into the 
water by pulling the lever located adja- 
cent to the winding drum. The brake is 
shaped like an immense scoop and is sup- 
ported by an arm attached to either side 
of the hull near the water line. When the 
lever is pulled forward, it releases the 
ratchet and allows the drum to revolve, 
the scoop falling into the water of its 
own accord. It instantly exerts such a 
resistance to the water that the vessel is 
readily brought to a standstill. After ac- 
complishing its purpose the brake is re- 
turned to its housing by the revolution of 
the drum on deck, winding up the cable 
connected to the top of the brake. . 


New British Bicycle Motor, 


Henry J. Lawson, of London, England, 
has recently designed the motor iilus- 
trated below for attachment to the front 
wheel of a bicycle. The motor is com- 
plete in itself and needs only a supply 
reservoir suspended from the main frame 
of the wheel to enable it to be of great 
assistance to the rider, who will often 
ride for miles over level roads without 
pedaling at all. The motor is shown in 
cross section in order that the reader can 
get a better idea of its working parts 
and. method of operation. The driving 
shaft extends through the bearings at the 
ends of the forks, and is provided with a 
fan wheel to assist in cooling the motor, 
with auxiliary fans secured to the spokes

Landgraf, of Waterloo, Wis., and he 
claims for the instrument the additional 
advantage that a deaf person can place 
the receiver between his teeth and take 
the message as well as one who can 
hear. The instrument will also prove use- 
ful where secrecy is necessary. A switch 
is provided to turn the current into an 
audible receiver in case the operator 
should not be at his instrument when 
called by the sending station.

Besides- the two Burton brothers in 
Dallas, Tex., ‘‘Lemmie,” another of the 
‘“Jaybirds,”’ is now a resident of Rome, 
Ga., where he is an itinerant preacher. 
It Atlanta severa] years ago he began 
his ministerial lgbors by exhorting on 
the streets to newsboys and bootblacks. 
The youngest of the ‘Jaybird’’ quartet, 
Walter, is still following the old family 
calling. He has a route on The Atlanta 
Journal and in addition sells a number 
of outside papers. He was much affected 
on receipt of a telegram from Dallas an- 
*®ouncing the tragic demis of his elder 
brother, and said he could t belleve he 
had taken his own life. He called at the 
Associated Press office for confirmation 


of the report. 

The father and mother and two sisters 
of the Burton boys moved to Dallas from 
their little cabin home on the Chattahoo- 
chee river about a month ago, induced to 
go there by Jerry, who it is said is doing 
well in the Texas metropolis.

Not only is Labor Day a legal holiday 
by state enactment, but by act of con- 
gress, approved June 28, 1894, Labor Day 
was made a national public holiday.

These are a few of the problems of the 
campaign which can only be answered 
by the final count. The best we can do 
now is to express our individual opiniéns 
upon them, and opinions differ. 

A few words concerning the. situation 
in each of these doubtful states.

The Chances in New York. 

First, New York. The merry war be-

It 
is certainly good fighting ground from 4 
democratic standpoint, and nobody will 
concede it to be ‘the enemy’s country” 
until the votes are cast. ; 
Indiana’s Democratic Year 

It is Indiana’s year to go democratic 
and the conditions are highly favorable. 
The republican committee's poll taken at 
this stage of the game shows a probable 
Bryan majority of 18,000, while the demo- 
cratic poll runs this up to over 30,000. 
These early polls are by no means con- 
clusive, but they are significant. Both 
parties are splendidly organized and in 
the Hoosier State the game of politics is 
played “for keeps.’’ The democrats have 
an immense advantage over four years 
ago in the control of Indianapolis, where 
McKinley got 7,000 plurality. Under Tom 
Taggart’s leadership, not only has that 
been wiped out, but the balance has 
been placed on the other side, and by @ 
good margin. Throughout the state the 
conditions are all much more favorable 
than they have been in recent vears.

| The most aggressive debater the Indiana 
republicans have had in congress in re- 
cent years, Henry Johnson, will stump 
the state, for Bryan, fighting, with all 
the ability he possesses, the imperialism 
for which McKinley stands. The nomi- 
nee for governor, John W. Kern, is one 
of the most popular men in the state. 
As things stand, the democrats seem to 
have an even chance for the Indiana 
electoral vote. 


Fight in Illinofs and Wisconsin. 


Illinois is good fighting ground. It went 
overwhelmingly for McKinley four years 
ago, but many things have happened 
since then. The German vote will be a 
great factor in this state. The demo- 
crats have as their hominee for governor 
& very. popular young 
German who has been nominated not 
merely because of the blood in his veins, 
but because he has demonstrated that he 
is right on the issues which interest the 
péeple of Illinois most. He has . been 
Carter Harrison’s right-hand man in his 
fights against corporation greed, and as a 
member of the: general -assembly has 
made a record that {s_ right. Carter 
Harrison told me at Indianapolis he be- 
lieved Alschuler would be elected. He 
also believes that conditions ‘in Illinois 
are just as favorable as. could possibly 
be hoped, and that Bryan's chances for 
carrying the state is not a dream. 

Wisconsin depends on the German vote. 
It went for McKinley by 80,000 plurality, 
but that slumped to 37,000 in the state 
campaign of 1897. The state is normally 
republican, but it has gone democratic 
in several campaigns. The democrats 
elected. their governor in 1890 and 1892, 
and carried the election of 189. So excel- 
lent an authority on the state’s politics 
as Mayor Rose, of Milwaukee, is firmly 
of the opinion that Bryan will carry 
Wisconsin this year, and he certainly 
will if he gets anything like a fair show 
at the German vote—as now seems prob- 
able. 

West Virginia in Good Shape. 

Congressman Henry Clayton, of Ala- 
bama, brings pretty enthusiastic reports 
of the West Virginia outlook. Mr. Clay- 
ton is just back from there, after a stay 
Of several days, during which he 
Speeches at Hinton and several other im- 
Portant points. He was able. ‘through 
contact with republican and democratic 
party leaders and the people generally, to 
get in close touch with the situation, and 
he believes the state will certainly be 
found in the democratic column. 

Mr. Clayton has had too much political 

experience to be easily fooied. In Bar- 
bour county first, then in the fourth’ dis- 
trict, of which he is the able representa- 
tive in congress, he learned his first les- 
sons in politics; and -his long service as 
member of the national committee aud 
also of the executive committee has given 
him thé broader knowledge of conditions 
in the close states, which makes his 
opinions of particular value. - 
‘West Virginia,” he said to me, ‘Js 
safely and surely democratic. While sur- 
face indications during the past ten or 
twelve years would seem to poin:r-to a 
steady increase in the number of repub- 
lican voters, the fact is that local fights 
have had more to do with producing that 
apparent trend than anything else: and 
the democratic party .in state Was 
probably never more united than it is to- 
day under the splendid leadership of Hon. 
John McGraw. This union and harmony 
was the first step necessary to democratic 
success, and there is no question of the 
union and the harmony. There is not the 
Same harmony emong the republicans; 
and, then, the thousands of railroad em- 
ployees and miners who were against’ us 
in 1896 are with us now—and as. they go, sv 
goes the state. In no state of the union 
have the working people had more prac- 
tical illustration of the effect of trust 
development, and where the people see its 
real meaning they vote against the trusts. 
That issue is going to cut a big figure in 
shaping results in West Virginia, and, to- 
gether with the opposition to imperialism, 
is going to give us the state.”’

Michigan and Ohio. 


In Michigan the democratic campaign {is 
being carried on with a vigor and cuunfi- 
Gence that has staggered the republican 
leaders. The nominee for governor, Wil- 
lism C. Maybury, is one of the most 
popular men in the state, and enjoys the 
prestige of an unbroken line of political 
victories. Things are decidedly chaotic 
in republican ranks. Governor l’ingree 
says he will vote for McKinley, but at the 
same time says he will have to ‘“‘hold his 
nose’ while doing it; and he emphasizes 
his unfriendliness by adding that the only 
hope of the republican party lies in‘the 
immediate overthrow of Hannaism. To 
add to their troubles, they have found 
that the 40,000 or 50,000 former Hollanders 
who have always voted the republican 
ticket are greatly disgruntled over the 
administration’s position on’ the Bovr 
question, and threaten to go to the demo- 
cratic party in a body. 

I have put Ohio in the Hst of certaintics, 
but it is by no means impossibie that 
Bryan wiil carry it. Improbable, I grant 
you, but not impossible. The Ohio demo- 
crats believe they have a chance to upset 
Hanna and McKinley in their own state. 
The chanceg are that the democrais of the 
tenth district will indorse the candidacy 
of Mayor Jones:for congress, and if they 
do, the majority of the men who voted for 
Jones for governor—he got over 100,000 as 
an independent candidate—will vote the 
democratic ticket, If that ‘s brought 
about, -here will be rocky times ahead 
for McKinley, Hanna and Dick, who is 
handling the campaign out there. 


Not All One Way.

PRIMARY DATE 
S UNCHANGED 


Eyecutive Committee Took No 
Action Yesterday, 


SESSION WAS VERY. BRIE 


The Committee Was in Session Only 
a Few Minutes and Adjourned 
Without Taking Any Ac- 
tion Upon Any Politi- 
cal Question. 


The date for the municipal primary re- 
mains unchanged. It will occur on Octo- 
ber 5th. 

This was decided upon in a negative 
manner by those members of the com- 
mittee who attended the, meeting yester- 
day afternoon. Only one speech Was 
made with the exception of the brief talk 
of Colonel Moyers, 

The only motion made during the ses- 
sion provided for the adjournment of the 
committee and that was carried unani- 
mously. There was considerable inertia 
both in speech and actions among the 
committeemen yesterday afternoon. 

Colonel Moyers fafled to anhounce the 
members of the sub-committee. He stat- 
ed, however, that he would. do so in 
time for that body to perform all the 
duties that will be required of it on the 
day of the primary. ~* 

Frank Cohen, editor of Jewish Senti- 
ment. who has been active in securing 
names of Hebrew voters on a petition 
asking that the primary not be held on 
October 3d, the Jewish day of atone- 
ment, was present at the meeting. Prior 
to the meeting he handed his petition to 
Colone] Moyers and was ready to inforce 
it with a speech should that have been 
necessary. 

There was no occasion for speechmak- 
ing, however, and Mr. Cohen, as ‘did all 
other auditors, remained quiet. , 

The committée met at 3 o’clock fn the 
council chamber at the city hall, having 


‘been jnstructed to do so by Colonel Moy- 


ers. After the roll call Colonel Moyers 
announced that fifteen of the twenty- 
eight members were present. The names 
of alternates were called and those pres- 
ent, with the committeemen ‘who in the 
meantime entered the hall, brought the 
attendance to twenty-one, 
Pressure Brought To Bear. 

Upon calling the committee to order 
Colonel Moyers spoke as follows. 

“Since the meeting last May there has 
been considerable pressure brought to 
bear upon me to call a meeting of this 
committee, I have failed to do so, how- 
ever, even at the risk.of being called 
bullheaded. My reason for not calling 
you together was that I thought it best 
to wait until after the heat of summer 
had passed and after you had returned 
to the city from your vacations. 

“Now it is the popular idea In the city 
that you have been sélected by the peo- 
ple you represent to meet, hear the ap- 
pointing of the sub-committee to which 
you must give full power to Tun, man- 
age and conduct the primary. Nothing 
of the sort Is true, 

“The sub-committee, the members of 
which I shall appoint in good time, has 
control of the machinery of the primary, 
being giveri that power by you; but it 
is to* you and to you alone that your 
constituents will look when questions 
concerning the primary and 
the manner of conducting the primary 
arise. Upon your shoulders wil] fall all 
the responsibility and you will be ac- 
countable for a fair and honest election. 

“The chair is ready to entertain any 
motion.” 

How the Committee Did Nothing. 

For about one minute there was a 
pause. Everyone expected someone to 
suggest changing the date of the primary 
but no one appeared willing to take the 
initiative, 

Finally L. Z. Rosser, in a very brief 
speech, stated that he agreed with every- 
thing that had been said by (Colonel 
Moyers. Mr. Rosser announced that he 
belleved {t unwise to change the date of 
the primary, and he therefore moved to 
adjourn, 

The ayes and nays were called for 
and only three members of the committeg 
voted against adjournment, H. O. Teat, 
J. 8S. Holland and-R. E. Campbell. Be- 
fore the vote was announced they re- 
quested the privilege of changing their 
votes, which made the vote to adjourn 
unanimous, 

Considerable interest was taken in the 
fact that John Alexander, president of 
the Liquor Dealers’ association, voted to 
adjourn. It had been understood that 
the liquor men were in favor of changing 
the date of the primary, and the fact 
that he voted to adjourn without chang- 
ing the date caused some comment,

Chairman duBignon Arrived Yesterday 
from the North. 


IS HELD 


A CONFERENCE 


New Members of Committee Will Be 
Named This Week. 


COUNTY COMMITTEES TO BE AIDED 


State Committee Will Arrange for an 
Active Campaign in Counties 
Where Opposition Is Promised. 


The state democratic executive com- 
mittee will be called together in Atlanta 
on September 10th or llth and with the 
committee will meet the eleven new 
members whose names will be announced 
by Chairman F. G. duBignon the first 
of this week. 

The chairman of the state committee 
reached Georgia yesterday morning, af- 
ter an absence of two months in New 
England, where he went in seagech of 
rest, returning to the south greatly im- 
proved in health. 

At a conference between Chairman du- 
Bignon and Vice Chairman Brown in the 
latter’s office yesterday morning it was 
decided to summon the state committee 
to meet_in Atlanta on one day of next 
week. An agreement was afterwards 
reached for the committee to be called 
together on either September 10th or 
llth. 

At this meeting the committee will find 
a number of important matters relative 
to the coming state and presidential 
elections to engage its attention. It 
is Chairman duBignon’s wish to co-op- 
erate in every way possible with the 
national committee of the party and to 
this. end correspondence has already 
passed between Chairman Jones, of the 
national committee, and Chairman du- 
Bignon. 

To Aid County Committees. 

The main object before the committee 
will be the arrangement for the state 
election of October 3d. ‘“‘The opposition 
to the state ticket,”’ said Chairman du- 
Bignon yesterday, ‘‘will be merely nomi- 
nal and it will be the work of the com- 
mittee to co-operate with the democrats 
of those counties where opposition is to 
be experienced. 

“If we can aid those counties in the 
selection of speakers for the campaign, 
the committee will proceed at once to 
do so. 

“T am satisfied that the prospects for 
one of the biggest democratic majorities 
the state has ever had were never better 
than at present. The county organiza- 
tions are more compact, more alive to 
their work and the result of the election 
on October 3d is bound to be encourag- 
ing.”’ 

Vice Chairman Brown has communi- 
cated recently with the’ different county 
chairmen of the state, seeking to ascer- 
tain the chbunties, if any, that- want l@Ip 
in the shape of democratic speakers 
before the election. Up to date remark- 
ably few eounty chairmen have express- 
ed any doubt whatever as to the result 
of the election in their counties and 
from all indications very few speakers 
will be needed. Governor Candler has 
consented to open the campaign for the 
party in Chattahoochee county on Tues- 
day, where the local nominees ate oposed 
by populists. 

Committeemen To Be Named. 

Chairman duBignon, who will remain 
in Atlanta for the rest of the ‘week and 
possibly until after the meeting of the 
committee, is preparing a Hst of the 
eleven new members he was authorized 
by the state conventio® to appoint. The 
committee is composed of thirty-seven 
members, two from each district named 
by the convention ‘and one from each 
district appointed by the chairman com- 
prising the bulk of the committee. Chair- 
man duBginon has selected the men to be 
appointed by him in nearly all the dis- 
tricts, but until the list is completed 
it will®hot be given out. This will be 
Monday or Tuesday of this week.

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BROOKLYN HEARS MR. DICKEY 


Atlanta’s Eloquent Divine Preaches 
ir? the City of Churches. 


On Sunday of last week Rev. James E. 
Lickey, pastor of Grace Methodist church, 
of this city, served the joint congrega- 
tions of the Clinton avenue Congrega- 
tional and the Lafayette avenue Presby- 
terian chusches of Brooklyn, and here 
is what The Brooklyn Eagle says of the 
sermon and the minister: 

The joint congregations of the Clinton 


Avenue Congregational and the Lafayette: 


Avenue Presbyterian churches held union 
services in the edifice of the former soci- 
ety, on Clinton avenue, yesterday morn- 
ing and evening, and had a rare treat in 
the sermons by the Rev. Dr. James E. 
Dickey, pastor of Grace M. E. church 
south, of Atlanta, Ga. The congregation 
was an exreedingly large one at both 
services, each filling the main floor of 
the church and listening with rapt at- 
tention to the words of this truly eloquent 
southern preacher. 

He is a man of about forty years, tall 
and graceful, with a smooth face and 
icoking more like a poet than a preacher, 
and with features bearing the stamp of 
intellectuality. That he was a born and 
bred southerner he gave evidence by his 
manner, and he had the softness of dila- 
lect which lent a charm to his diction. 
Two or three times during his morning 
sermon he made reference to his southern 
afhliations, which were pleasantly receiv- 
ed by hist hearers. 

He has been termed the Henry Ward 
Beecher of the south, but he copies no one 
in his style, and his memory for apt quo- 
tations, poetical and otherwise, is one of 
the greatest charms of his sermons. His 
language is charged with po- 
etry, though his sermons were 
lacking in logic and his il- 
lustrations, drawn from personal experi- 
ences. were intensely interesting. His ser- 
mon in the morning, though an hour long, 
held his hearers to the last without any 
evidence of weariness, though the heat was 
intense. When he concluded he was ap- 
parently as fresh as when he began. He 
had some of the Methodist fervor in his 
delivery, but, though his manner was un- 
studied, his actions were graceful and un- 
affected, : ae ' 

He looked somewhat like Mr. Bryan, 
the candidate for the presidency, in feat-

ure and stature, though possibly tha: did 
not attract the attenion of his hearers tv 
any marked degree. 

His sermon in the morning was given 
without manuscript or notes, and the text 
was from the latter clause of Isaiah lv, 2; 
“Bat ye that which is good, and let your 
soul delight itself in fatness."’ 

He referred to the period in 1648, when 
the world was a battle field, and all Eu- 
rope was in turmoil, It did not look like 
a triumph for the Prince of Peace, but 
out of that conflict came the freedom 
of every soul to worship God as he saw 
fit. The blood that was spilt to found this 
country looked as if wasted for the time, 
but it cemented a great commonwealth. 
The war between sections severed to 
clear the sky and make brothers in truth 
of all. so that we are come to be the ex- 
ample of all the ages. This, said the 
preacher, has all grown from the unsat- 
isfied longings of the race. There is al- 
ways a desire for achievement that brings 
continued results. This is for nations 
and is born of individuals. It exists only 
in man. The omen, bird, brook and 
flower realize their destiny without anx- 
lety. Man alone is unsatisfied. There is 
something higher he has the right to risk, 
but the trouble is to know what it is that 
will satsify him. 

Some think gold. or the getting of it, 
igs the sum of all satisfaction. They think 
that by its accumulatien they may have 
power to throttle legislatures and 


conqu 
kingdoms. The older ones are too often 


responsible for this thought. This is a 
nation of hero worshippers, who too of- 
ten mistake conspicuousness for true 
greatness, and adimre those who gather 
wealth. forgotten the fact that they may 
do s0 by bankrupting a nation, causing 
the widow’s tears to flow, or robbing the 
orphan. Money cannot satisfy the soul. 

The fact is that this longing desire 
cannot be sat!sfied with earthly things, 
because it is God-begotten. It can feed 
oniv on what God can give. He is in us, 
and we can feel it in the aspirations of 
our souls if we will but listen to them. 
Let us ald those aspirations by choosing 
kood books to read. Any book which 
has a tendency to lift up is good; one 
which lowers is bad, no matter how ar- 
tistically it may be conceived and written. 
There is too much of this in the world. 
We would not care for spoken and acted 
blackguardism in real life and yet too of- 
ten we take it in our books. We have 
too much of the offal in literature. The 
+ gg may be said of sculpture and paint- 
ng. God pity the people who prefer the 
Apollo Belvidere or the Venus de Medici 
to the statue or picture ef s0me grand old 
saint. The safest of all books {is the Bi- 
ble. Between its leaves can be found the 
highest art. Beside it is a guide to the 
fulfillment of the highest ambitions. When 
all else fails, you can 89 to God and fall 
on your face before Him and come away 
with your heart-hunger satisfied, °

The general conference statistician of 
the Canada Methodist church reports that 
the total membership, according to the 
returns made to the several] annual con- 
ferences of 1900, is 284,901, an increase for 
the year of 2,641, which, added to 1,723 
the increase for 1899, gives 4,364 as the 
net increase for the first half of the pres- 
ent quadrennium. 


Archbishop Ireland is reported as hav- 
ing said recently in an address at Rome 
that the pope ‘as the head of Christen- 
dom should be free and independent of 
Civil power, so as to be in fact as well as 
of right, the sovereign teacher and ruler 
of all nations and people without special]

There are now,in the Wesleyan church 
in Ireland 27,745 members of soclety, as 
compared with 27,461 last year.

The Sunday school 
committee reported an accession of three 
new schools and an increase of eighty- 
one scholars and ninety-nine teachers. 
From the Sunday schools 302 had entered 
the churches.

THE EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION

The Palais des Congres is ostensibly an 
educational institution, and that may 
have accounted for tts deserted and for- 
lorn appearance when I first struck it. I 
entered the whitewashed and untrodden 
central staircase and wandered through 
spacious and unfrequented galleries, hung 
with countless maps, charts and graphic 
representations in which social econo- 
mists delight; but it was long before I 
discovered even a guardian from whom 
to seek information. The guardian was 
asleep, and possibly he resented my pok- 
ing him gently with a stick to recall 
him to the stern realities of the Palace 
of Congresses, for he grumpily told me 
he did not know the object of this insti- 
tution, nor could he give me a fil-con-

Italy has more than her fair share of 
space, and has fully taken advantage of 
it Lo prove that the favored peninsula is a 
land of milk and honey, high art and ex- 
ceeding comfort. Hungary has a brave 
show, wherein the life of tig workman, 
principally the agriculturist and the vin- 
tager, is exhibited in. the most glowing 
colors. Thig must be taken literally, for 
the scenes are depicted in oils, The artist 
has, however, selected cadaverous vol- 
umes, Or his colors have betrayed him, 
and the effect is not altogether happy. A 
picture of “Sunday Repose” is particular- 
ly gloomy... The tired and wan workmen 
seem to have no better idea of bliss than 
to sit limp and aimless on*garden seats 
staring at vacancy, 


The French section occupies @ per cent 
of the entire space. This ig not unde- 
served, for there is so much evidence of 
thought, of work and of high efficiency 
displayed in their instructive ‘‘object tes- 
sons” that the section might well serve 
as a model of how to do these things. The 
note Mainly placed upon is that of the 
improvement of the condition of the 
workingman by means of co-operative 
unions and mutual] benefit associations. 
The workman has greatly wrought out 
his own salvation; helped, however, by 
jJight from above. He is shown in en- 
gravings ‘‘before’’ and ‘“‘after,’’ and we 
become reconciled to the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

For 4 quiet little nook iff this exposition 
commend me to the little room where 
Holland exhibits her economics. I sat 
there alone restfully. A dim, religious 
light entered the little sanctuary. Every- 
thing was fresh and clean and unspotted 
from the world. The exhibits were few, 
and not obtrusive, a model school was 
the principal thing.

But there was work to be done. Near 
by is the American room—a little cham- 


ber, ‘“‘more neat than solemn,” as Byron 
says of Dantes tomb. I was surprised to 
see all America, even all social and eco- 
nomic America in’so snall a space. After 
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what I had observed in the French sec- 
tion I could not belieyg that the indus- 
trial side of America could be exhibited 
in such a scanty compartment. AS 4a 
matter of fact, the exhibits are absolutely 
inadequate, though perhaps the exiguity 
of the space afforded by the French au- 
thorities may stand as a partial ex- 
cuse. 


America, however, was admirably repre- 
sented by an intelligent young lady, Miss 
Moffett, who not only made obscure mat- 
ters clear and who expounded eloquently 
all that was in the show, but who re- 
vealed how the limits of space could be 
expanded by the deft arrangements of 
huge photographic volumes, which occu- 
pied only a limited superficial area, but 
which opened into long vistas of infor- 
mation and delight. The great note of 
America was the grand scale of indus- 
trial developments of wheat growing, of 
cotton growing, of railways, of lumber, 
of everything. 

In the same room is a very fine and 
interesting exhibit, that illustrating the 
progress of the negro race. At first there 
was apparently not much to see, but here 
also I had the good fortune to find an 
excellent guide, a colored man named Cal- 
loway, and one of the most intelligent 
representatives I have met. He showed

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me that the standard of education among 
the negroes was highér than that of Rou- 
mania or of Servia,.about on a par with 
that of Hungary, and hardly inferior to 
that of Italy. The statistics and the 
graphics illustrating the home life of the 
negro compared well with those of so 
great a country as Germany. The work 
of Booker Washington was fully expound- 
ed and the products of the negro schools 
of Tuskegee so well displayed that one 
could not doubt the high = efficiency 
attainable by negroes. Calloway claimed 
for the race all those who had negroes 
among their ancestry, and he waxed so 
eloquent that I left with the vague idea 
that the negro was the coming man, and 
I was less afraid of the graphics Cal- 
loway had shown me which proved .that 
the mingling of the races had greatly 
increased upon the degree of. “‘miscege- 
nation” of the days before the war. 

The American section was the only 
one where intelligent exponents weve in 
charge, and that was the salvation of the 
little show. 

The English exhibits brought out the 
note of sport and the physical education 
of the young: of both sexes. Girls were 
drilling with enthusiasm, and juvenile 
athletes were expanding their young 
chests in pictures on the wall. A notable 
exhibit also was a huge map of London,

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_ Professor Engels Is Solying 
the Problem of River Flow. 
Actual Experiments in Lab- 


oratory—- Vast Sums: of 


Money Now Expended to 
No Purpose Will Be Saved.

PEAKING of the development of 
S the scientific spirit in Germany an 

English wit said recently: “Why, 
gentlemen, even the winds of the father- 
land blow scientifically.” If he had said, 
“Even the waters of the fatherland flow 
scientifically,””’ his Joke would have teen 
as effective and at the samé time, curious 
‘as it may seem, he would have had the 
honor of announcing the first news of an 
important scientific departure. For Ger- 
man science has been grappling with the 
problem of making the rivers of the ein- 
pire flow according to rule, and with this 
in view an extensive experimental station, 
called the Flussbau Laboratorium (river 
building laboratory), has been set up at 
Dresden in Saxony in connection with the 
famous technica] school of that city. It 
is directly under the control and support 
of the government and its work has now 
advanced sufficiently to warrant some ce- 
scription of the experiments. Recently 
I visited the laboratory with Professvr 
Engels, its director, and took a number of 
photographs of the miniature river Elbe 
as it had been laid out in the experimental 
tank. The Elbe is only one of @ num- 
ber of German rivers which are now uli- 
and the results obiained 
by Professor Engels cannot fail to have 
the deepest importance and significance 
jIn:America, where there are sO Many nav- 
igable rivers. 

THE NEED OF RIVER REFORM. 

It is the ingrained waywardness of a 
river to do very much as it pleases, gaug- 
ing out an embankment here and filling 
in a channel there, sometimes ufidermin- 
ing a tower and often breaking dams and 
‘piers placed in its way to keep it in order. 
Vast sums of money have been spent by 
all the great nations, and spent injudi- 
ciously, as the Germans believe, in dredg- 
ing channels and in protecting the banks 
of rivers. Professor Engels called atten- 
tion to our own Mississippi river, and 
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spoke of the great cost of keeping it with- 
in bound, and at the same time of making 
it safe for navigation. In Germany the 
question is even more important than it is 
with us, for the reason that the country 
is more densely peopled, the land is more 
valuable and changes in the ‘course of 
the flow in a river are therefore more de- 
structive and costly. Moreover, the riv- 
ers of Germany are not, generally speak- 
ing, so swift and long as they are in 
America, and it is needful to Keep them at 
the height of effectiveness as to naviga- 
bility. : 

THE RIVER BUILDING LABORATORY 

It was with the idea of bringing scien- 
tific methods to bear upon these prob- 
lems that the Flussbau Laboratorium was 
established about three years ago. Pro- 
fessor Engels began his work in the typli- 
cal German way, that is, by investigating 
his subject thoroughly in the weight of 
science before attempting to offer practi- 
cal suggestions. A ‘arge room is set aside 
in the basement of the Dresden Tecitical 
school, and here, elevated some four feet 
from the floor, Professor Engels has had 
constructed an iron trough or tank about 
seven feet in width and two feet deep, 
reaching the full length of the room, At 
the upper end of this trough a large river 
tank is placed with appliances for per- 
mittinge the water which it contains to 
flow in a river are therefore more de- 
ume and in such a way that it will exact- 
ly imitate the even flow of a river. 

The experimental trough is filled to some 
depth with sand and the course of a 
river is laid out. angling down the trough 
through the sand It is at first of even 
depth throughout, and the fobanks are 
protected by small bags of shot. Into 
this miniature river the water is allowed 
to flow at a given speed, and Professor 
Engels studies closely all those places 
where the sandy bottom is washed out, 
where it is filled in. where the banks 
have a tendency to cave away and where 
new banks are building up. As the water 
flows it naturally carries much sand en- 
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tirelv out of the trough. All this is caught 
and preserved in.a most ingenious man- 
ner. As the water leaves the trough it 
is carried over tin ribs behind which the 
sand is deposited, finally falling, entirely 
clear of all soil. into a large tank at the 
lower end of the trough. Here a pump is 
constantly at work driving the water 
which thus comes through the “river’’ 
back to the upper tank, thus using it 
over and overand enabling the river to 
flow on without interruption for weeks. 
THE EFFECTS OF SANDS. 
Professor Engels showed me sands of 


various colors which he used for showing

EB had viewed the beautiful falls 
W of the Tallulah river, had climb- 
ed the towéring cliffs and wan- 


déred along the winding ways of the 
forest. between the tall trees which were 
constantly whispering state secrets to 
each other to the endless accompaniment 
of the murmuring river flowing at their 
feet, and we were just Seginning to feel 
the reaction so natural to healthy hu- 
manity when the mind fails to absorb or 
to adequately appreciate more of nature’s 
wonders, and we turned instinctively to 
the beaten track of civilization so fa- 
miliar to the tread of urban feet. 

We had imagined that Tallulah held 
only the charm of forest, field and river 
and that.with a thorough exploration of 
these we had completely exhausted the 
resources of the place and we were pre- 
paring to return to the Lodge and indulge 
in the delights of social intercourse, and 
the interchange of experiences with ou? 

elow guests who had been before us in 
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the field of sightseeing. But, much to 
our surprise, we were told that there were 
still ‘fresh worlds to conquer,’’ for, as 
our guide informed us, we had not yet 
seen the Red Cross museum. 

I confess it seemed a difficult step to 
take from the lavish displays of nature’s 
handiwork. fresh from the touch of the 
Great Creator. to an inspection of rare 
curios gathered: together from all. parts 
of the globe—relics of the savage deni- 
zens of our own and other lands—relics 
of an effete civilization, relics of war 
and of peace—of defeat and of victory— 
rélics which seemed to comé from “earth 
and sea and sky’’ sso varied were they in 
character, so widely differing in style and 
So separated in the point of chronologi- 
cal arrangement, as were those we found 
massed together here in the heart of these 
Georgia hills. 

A museum in very truth, which might 
do credit to any nationa! collection, for 
in it we found many articles which the 
royal museum itself might well have en- 
vied. Of course, our first question was, 
“How did this collection drift to Tal- 


lulah? What wave of rvivilization was ar- 
rested in its onward rush by the MHMiil 
country of north Georgia?’ The answer 


was quickly forthcorging, and we found. 


that it was because of these very hills 
and the balm of health which they carry 
in their soft and soothing atmosphere that 
one of the residents had made this. his 
home and with him had come rare pos- 
sessions gathered from the four quarters 
of the globe and devoted thus to the 
furthering of one of the most noble in- 
stitutions of which our country can boast. 


Dr. P. N. deDuboeay was the nephew 
of Count deDuboeay and a direct descend- 
ant of Edovard St. Alger deDuboeay, 
who was killed at the famous battle of 
Crecy in 1345. The present de Duboeay 
was in very delicate health for a number 
of years, as was his mother also, and 
after trying every country of the cfvilized 
world in search of health for himself 
and his mother, to whom he was devoted, 
he discovered that here in Georgia and 
one city in Japan furnished the desired 
amount of ozone. The choice was quick- 
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ly made, and for years Habersham coun- 
ty has been the home of the distinguish- 
ed family of the qeDuboeay. 

The foreign connections of the family 
and their fondness for collecting curios 
from all parts of the world résulfed in 
the accumulation of the various rare ar- 
ticles now on exhibition. For years only 
a private view of them could be had, but 
as the number -of visitors to Tallulah 
increased, and the demand for a élose in- 
spection of the deBuboeay collection 
grew more and more general, Dr. deDu- 
boeay decided to devote a separate room 
detached from the main building of the 
family residence for the holding of the 
curios, and to charge a slight’ admission 
fee, which was to be rendered to the Red 
Cross Society. A framed autograph letter 
from Clara Barton, which hangs in the 
vestibule of the museum, bears ample tes- 
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the exact position of deposit of sand wash 
in, his rivers. A red sand fed slowly 
into the ‘“‘mouth” of the river would show 
in bars and banks half way down or 
more, indicating exactly where the river 
was, at any given time, adding land. A 
little later. blue sand used in the same 
way might show the formation of still 
other bars, and the removal of the red 
sand bars previously produced. Controll- 
ing the water as he does, Professor En- 
gels can have a freshet at any time he 
sees fit, noting its effect on his river, or he 
can imitate the sluggish flow of dry au- 
tumn. If his river is exceedingly crooked 


he can produce a new channel afrWficially 
as it might be produced by a satdden 
great flushing of water, and he can build 
dams, breakwaters, piers, docks, bridges 
and so on, and note in each case the ex- 
act effect which these produce on the 
river. whether they tend to deepen or to 
obstruct the channel, the influence of each 
as regards the formation of bars and 
banks and so.on, and how deep piling 
must be driven to escape under washing 
by a burrowing river—all facts of the ut- 
most importance to engineers. The sand 
washed entirely out -of the trough and 
caught by the tin ribs can be gathered up 
and measured, the quantity thus obtained 
furnishing valuable data as to the rate of 
deposit of rivers of various volume and 
velocity of flow. Professor Engels also 
studies the effect of flow not only in 
rivers having sandy channels, but he also 
usés gravel and stone, constructing is- 
lands and gravel ribs, and watching the 
effect of each on the river. 
THE ELBE IN MINIATURE. 


Many of the rivers of Germany have 
been plotted with great accuracy not 
only as to thoir shore lines, but with 
regard to the contour of their channel 
beds. With these maps and contours in 
hand Professor Engels is. now’ engaged 
in laying out to an exact scale various 
sections of the more important German 
rivers. He duplicates exactly every curve, 
builds in every crib and breakwater, and 
then turns on the water at the ordinary 
rate of flow of the river under investiga- 
tion. When I visitad the laboratory a 
stietch of the Elbe had-just been com- 
pleted, and a beaut!fully neat piece of 
work it was, the cribs all accurately plac- 
ed and the banks held in place with bags 
of shot. The water was turned on and 
Prefessor Engels indicated with great en- 
thusiasm where the bars were being built 
up, where th3 channel was deepening, 
wrere hollows were being filled in and so 
cn. Then he proceed2d to indicats where 
a new Crib might serve to preserve a deep 
channel, and at the same time cause the 
river to dsposit its sand in shallows where

After the twelfth picture has been ex- 
ecuted and puzzled over the cards are 
collected and corrected by the hostess 
according to the original list preserved 
for the. purpose—the player who comes 
mearest to twelve perfect answers win- 
ning the first prize.

Senting scenes from history make delight- 
ful awards.

of Her Summer in Europe Si ei he ee ee 
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S the opening of school approaches, 


boys and girls are coming back every 

day from their summer trips, some 
of them from little outings which have 
extended no farther perhaps than the 
next county, but pleasant just the same, 
and some from long tours of remarkable 
and distant parts of the country. Very 
few, probably only one of them, how- 
ever, have enjoyed a trip so considerable 
as that of one little Atlanta girl who has 
just returned from abroad, and tells in 
graphic manner of the beautiful and the 
wonderful things she saw and heard 
across the water. 

When she was told how interested the 
readers of The Junior would be in hear- 
ing her accounts of her travels, she cone 
sented very gracefully to talk for the 
purpose and did so-from the depths of 
the pillows that were heaped in a cozy 
corner, whose decorations were the 
souvenirs she had collected in Europe 

“The first thing I remember now about 
the journey,” she said, “was something 
that happened on the voyage to Eng- 
land. There were no children on the 
ship except myself and a little girl from 
Kansas, so we two made fftiends very 
soon and she told me, because it was my 
first trip abroad, all about what she us- 
ually did to amuse herself on the water, 
for it was her third European trip. One 
day we wrote letters to each other, seal- 
ed, addressed and stamped them and 
corking them in bottles we threw them 
overboard as we neared the coast of 
Wales. Two weeks ago I received a let- 
ter from a Welshman who had found 
the bottle with the letter in it addressed 
to me, and he inclosed it with his own 
explanation. The envelope had been par- 
tially destroyed, because water had got 
into the bottle, but the address was legi- 
ble, so he found it possible to write to 
me.”’ 

Here she showed the two letters, one 
from the little girl, a simple friendly 
note, the other an explanation from the 
Welshman—on one side of the paper 
in English, on the other side in Weish— 
about how he found the bottle with its 
Strange contents. 

“If anybody finds my letter to the girl 
from Kansas,’ she added, “and if they 
send it to her, I shall know nothing 
about it until nearly Christmas time, 
because she is not to return to America 
until then.’’ 

In describing her English travels, and, 
in fact, aH her trip, she betrayed an 
unusual knowledge for a little girl of the 
history of the places she visited, and an 
unusual interest in history. 

“Here are some little pjeces of pottery,” 
she said, “from Chester, in England, 
where there are ruins of old walls built 
b- the Romans so many hundreds of 
years ago, and these glass steins that I 
have hung with fhem are miniatures of 
those they use in Heidelburg, where we 
went during our German tour. It was 
very interesting to see the students 
there fighting their strange duels, and 
I was not at all afraid when I saw 
them. You know they cover their bodies 
and hands afid faces well to protect them 
and then strike at each other’s faces with 
swords like these, and she showed two toy 
images of the basket+handled swords, 
which are the usual weapons. ‘You see, 
the handles are striped in the colors of 
the different student clubs—that one, the 
green and white, being the one the em- 
peror gave his allegiance to during his 
Heidelburg days. Passing through the 
Streets of the university town, you see 
any number of men wif® scarred faces, 
because these duel scars, always on the 
face, are considered the greatest marks 
of Ronor. 

“We went through the Black Forest 
while we were in Germany, but I was 
not especially impressed with it, except 
when we reached the tops of the hills and 
could look down into the Villages that 
were nestled in among the trees. They 
Say, too, and | could weil understand it, 
that the building of the railroad has 
marred the effect of the dark’ woods, 
whose beauty could be better appreciated 
when there was only a diligence course 
through the forest. 

“The beautiful scenery, though—I mean 
the Swiss mountains and giaciers, and 
the ocean views and the great stretches 
of cultivated country; for there is very 
little uncultivated land in most of the 
continent countries; inese things, al- 
though 1 enjoyed them for a while, did 
not interest me as the art galleries did, 
and the places 1 had read gt in history 
and in stories, especially. such as the 
ruined castles on the tnuime and else- 
Where If | had my choice of seeing 
again something | have seen in Lurope, 
] think 1 shouid choose the ruins, be- 
cause 1 liked to lowk at them, 1 think, 
more than anything else. 

“in the Kuropean couitries, you know,

pretty children, but they are all sreasy 
looking. 

“You have heard the story, I suppuse, 
of the mannikin in Brussels that the peo- 


ble are no fond of? It ig a statue uver a

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fountain in a public square. and it tharks 
the spot where a little prince of Belgium 
was found one day after he had been lest, 
and frightened all the city by his disap- 
pearance. The people were so delighted 
when they found him that they erected a 
Statue of him at this spot, and at certain 
times of the year they commemorate the 
event with a great festival, when the 
Statuo is dressed in the most gurzeéus 
rebes and jewels presenied by thle people 
and kept in a museum during the in- 
tervals. 

‘In Switzerland we visited several beau- 
tiful places, and at Geneva my sister was 
given one of the famous watches, a beau- 
tiful one set with diamonds.

This is possible here, because the 
sewing machines of the Philippines are 
hand machines, which have no table con- 
nected with them. The average, sewing 
machine costs $25 in silver, or abott half 
that amount In gold. 

If Americans establish factories in the 

hilippines they will have to rely upon 
the women to do the work. The men are 
lazy and cannot be got to work for 
more than a few days at one time, There 
are now in the neighborhood of 20.000 em- 
plovees In the tobacco factories of Ma- 
nila, and the great majority of these are 
women. They are expert at making 
cigars and cigarettes, and do thelr work

According to an order is- 
sued by the military governor of the 
IE hilippines last December, boys may mar- 
ry as soon as they reach the age of four- 
teen and girls may he.married at tweive. 
This is an American law issued by an 
Arrerican governor, but it is merely a 
ccpy of the Spanish law which has been 
used for generations. A Filipino girl of 
tuelve is often not bigger than an Amer- 
ican’ girl of ten, and though in some cases 
the girls develop more rapidly than Amer- 
icun girls do, they often do not. Until this 
order was issued all marriages had to be 
solemnized by~the priest in order to be 
valid. Now any justice of the peace or 
judge can perform the marriage cere- 
mcny, and all that a man and woman 
need to de to become man and wife is to 
publicly say that they take each other as 
such and sign acertificate to this’ ef- 
fect. 

The ordinary custom of contracting 
marriage is for the parents of the bride 
and groom to get together and make the 
arrangements. There is less giving of 
money on the part of the bride's parents 
than in most Spanish countries, and, in 
fect, in some parts of the island it is the 
custom for the young man to act as the 
servent of his father-in-law for several 
years previous to his marriage. 

Many marriages are love matches. The 
young man meets his sweetheart at a hall 
or a reception and after that goes to call 
upon her, always being received in the 
presence of the parents or some of the 
o'der women of the family. The man 
may stand outsi on the street and talk 
to the girl througy the window, but it is 
not etiquette for him to be alone with 
her in the house nor to go out with her 
without she is accompaaied by a duenna. 

After marriage the woman's property is 
kept separate and apart from that of the 
husband’s. She has entire control of it~ 
If she loans it to him to go into business 
and he fails, she ranks as a creditor of 
the second class, and if she dies her 
meney goes back to her familly, he re- 
ceiving only a small proportion of it.

POTATO AND MEAT PUFFS. 

An appetizing breakfast or luncheon 

dish may be made from bits of cold meat 
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A September Tollet of Tan with 
Sashes of Brown Crepe de Chine.

family of five peel and boil four good 
sized -potatoes, when tender (not over 
done) drain and sprinkle with salt to 
taste, while shaking in the hot sauce pan 
until light and floury. Potatoes must be 
boiled in this way if wished light and 
flaky. Mash with a wire masher, then add 
two tablespoonfuls of hot milk and a ta- 
blespoonful-of butter. Now beat lightly 
with a whipper or fork until white and 
light; lastly, whip in a well beaten egg, 
and when cool enough to handle use as 
little flour (mixed with quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder) as possible to 
keep from sticking to the fingers. Have 
ready any nicely minced cold meat, free 
from fat. Put enough of this for each 
person in the center of enough of the 
potato puff to make a _ croquette, but 
spread out, In patty shape, cook in boil- 
ing fat or in a very hot pan with just 
enough fat to keep from sticking. ' 
SQUASH MUFFINS. 

One cup of squash as prepared for the 
table, a cup of milk, two tablesponfuls 
of sugar, a tablespoonful of melted but- 
ter, a teaspoonful of baking powder sift- 
ed with flour enough to make a dough as 
thin as ean possibly be handled.

The industry rests on a sound finan- 
clal and business basis because the 
majority these new mills are 
Dullt entirely with Georgia 
not a share of stock a 
of their’ small bonded indebtedness being 
held outside the state, while 75 per cent 
of the capital of the remainder is also 
home money. Built in the best fashion, 
equipped with the latest and best machin- 
ery and managed by skillcd men, the cot- 
ton Ymill in the cotton fields, with every 
advantage of commerce, is bound to suc- 
ceefi. Local capital has done this year’s 
work, and outside money is now making 
application for investment in southern 
cotton mills. 

Last September I became actively iden- 
tified with the “development of cotton 
spinning in the south and have followed 
its progress with close attention, espec- 
fally in Georgia, and from data in my 
office, the tabulated figures in this article 
are complete. It has been my endeavor 
to bring them up to date, and’ by di- 
rect correspondence with the manage- 
ment of the neW mills I have obtained the 
most exact figures and estimates. 

The high prices of cotton prevalent last

money,

fall are largely due to the Increased de- 
mand at home for cotton—South Carolina 
spun more than she raised—which gave 
our people money to get out of debt and 
money to invest. Then the press of this 
stafe, mainly the weeklies, began a series 
of strong editoria] efforts to induce our 
people to build mills. 

Scores of towns took up the question, 
erthusiastic meetings were held in nearly 


every county, at which merchants, far- 
rers, and banke.s joined hands in a 


laudable effort to build a cotton mill. I 
attended many of these meetings and have 
never seen more representative - gather- 
irgs. The people behind these enterpris- 
es gave success. The money was quickly 
ra‘sed—often $100,000 was subscribed at a 
sirgle meeting—experts were called in, 
free sites gladly given, plans adopted and 
dirt broken amid much enthusiasm. The 
beneficial effect on those towns was in- 
tartaneous. Their population increased, 
new stores were opened, and men in- 
vested money in every way calcul*ted 
to upbuild a community. Farmers began 
to come in to see the mill go up and to 
trade. This fall it will buy their cot- 
ton at an advance cver any other for- 
eign buyer. When the mill started up, 
labor was abundant and soon trained. 
The mill village filled up with white fam- 
llics, who, unable to earn a bare living 
on unproductive soil, sovght more con- 
genial employment. The whole family 
immediately became self-supporting. I 
oucte from a circular let*er, widely print- 
ed, which was sent out from. my of- 
fice January 1, 1900: 

“A study of the map shows that we 
have thirty-eight counties witn cotton 
mills and ninety-nine without them. Four- 
teen counties have knitting mills and 123 
heave none. Sixty-five counties are either 
endeavoring to build cotton mills or to in- 
duce some textile manufacturer to locate 
his mill within their borders.

In’* one 
village of 60) there has never been an ar- 
rest, and no yolicemen are needed. That 
is enough to show the character of these 
pecple.”’ : 

These tables are better understood by a 
reference to the comparitive charts I have 
prepared. Though Georgia leads in the 
number of new mills built, she falls short 
of South Carolina in the total new spin- 
dies installed by over 100,000. blowever, it 
will be noted that though our new mills 
are small as yet, many are drawn with a 
view to immediate enlargement. Then, too, 
Georgia has more companies organized to 
build mills than any other of the states.

Alabama. Texas falls behind with oniy 
one mill, but a large one. I do not think 
conditions are quite favorable for success- 
ful milling out there.‘ Arkansas has only 
one new mill, but from what I saw ona 
recent visit there, six to ten will be built 
in the coming year. Only five mills jn 
Alabama seems strange, but one is of 
25,000 spindles, the first of a series of 
€:ght which will be built by the same 
corporation. 


Summing up the total of spindles and 
looms of states, I find that with old and 
new mills, my figures agree with those 
published by The Manufacturers’ Record, 
except Georgia, which I have corrected.

soon to outstrip the Carolinas. While I 
do not think that 1900 will see quite as 
great an activity in this direction as the 
past year, yet if trade conditions continue 
good, and our mills find: markets abroad 
for their coods it is safe to say that there 
will be tweive to fifteen new mills built 
in Georgia and many of the new ones 
doubled. South America and Pacific Asia 
present to our people the most attractive 
markets. As nearly all our mills manu- 
facture coarse goods for the export trade, 
with peace and a resumption of trade 
in China will return our vpportunity. 
We have the cotton, the mils, the la- 
bor, and we must have markets outside 
our borders, Eastern or South American. 
Unless we are careful to provide one, ir- 
respective of politics, We may suffer. We 


must develop a territory by sending our | 


agents out there and knowing what our 
customers want, make it and get to them. 
German and English spinners do this. 
My correspondence has developed the fact 
that they have men in the leading cities 
of South and Central America with at- 
tractive displays of goods, a knowledge 
of the needs of the people they deal with, 
speaking their language and working for 
their custom: they get it. We will, if
